AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 82-15, AS AMENDED BY 
ORDINANCES 85-6, 87-25, 88-43, 89-9, 90-24, 
91-3, 91-23, 91-45, 92-9 and 92-36 WHICH 
PROVIDES FOR THE LEVYING OF A TOURIST 
DEVELOPMENT TAX PURSUANT TO THE "LOCAL OPTION 
TOURIST DEVELOPMENT ACT," SECTION 125.0104, 
FLORIDA STATUTES, BY AMENDING CATEGORY "G" OF 
THE TOURIST DEVELOPMENT PLAN TO PROVIDE FOR 
THE CONSTRUCTION OF A&A SPORTS STADIUM; 
ESTABLISHING A SUNSET DATE FOR SUCH USE; 
TRANSFERRING REVENUES ALLOCATED TO CATEGORY A 
RESERVES TO CATEGORY G; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL 
OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION 
IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; PROVIDING 
FOR SEVERABILITY AND AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Tourist Development 
Council (TDC) recommends and the Board of County Commissioners 


desires to amend Category G of the Palm Beach County Tourist 


Development Plan (Plan) to provide for the construction of Blum 


Stadium, a sports stadium to be located at William T. Dwyer High 


' School in Paim Beach County, Florida; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners finds that the 


© construction of Blum Stadium will provide Palm Beach County with a 


venue suitable for holding national, regional and statewide 
football, track and field, and other sports competitions; and 


WHEREAS, the Board has determined and finds that the 


- principal use of said sports stadium will be the promotion 


- advancement and furtherance of Palm Beach County tourism, and that 


the facility will result in a substantial increase in the number of 
tourists visiting Palm Beach County. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 


| COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA that: 


SECTION 1: Section 2 of Ordinance No. 82-15, as amended 


| by Ordinances 85-6, 87-25, 88-43, 89-90, 90-24, 91-3, 91-23, 91-45, 


and 92-9, and 92-36, is hereby amended to read as follows: 
SECTION 2. TOURIST DEVELOPMENT PLAN: 
2.01 The tax revenues received pursuant to this 
ordinance shall be used to fund the Palm Beach County Tourist 


Development Plan, which is hereby adopted as follows: 
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TOURIST DEVELOPMENT PLAN 


Under the provisions of the LOCAL OPTION TOURIST 


DEVELOPMENT ACT, a one percent (1%) tourist development tax will be 
levied throughout Palm Beach County beginning on the first day of 
the month following approval of the ordinance by referendum as 
provided by this ordinance, shall increase to two percent (2%) 
effective January 1, 1984 and shall increase to three percent (3%) 


effective February 1, 1989. 


4+ (a) The following categories of use of the initial 


two percent (2%) tax are hereby set forth together with the 
percentage of the total amount of yearly revenues to be expended 


for or credited to each category: 


CATEGORY A: Promote and advertise PERCENTAGE 
Palm Beach County tourism in the state 70% 
and nationally and internationally 

including the provision of a convention 

and visitor's bureau. 

CATEGORY B: Provide for cultural and 30% 
fine art entertainment, festivals, programs 

and activities which directly promote Palm 

Beach County tourism. 


2— (b) The following categories of use of the third one 


. percent (1%) of the tax are hereby set forth together with the 


percentages of the total amounts of yearly revenue to be expended 


` for or credited to each category: 


CATEGORY C: Provide for beach PERCENTAGE 


improvement, maintenance, renourishment, 50% 
restoration and erosion control with an 

emphasis on dune restoration where possible. 

CATEGORY E: Promote and advertise Palm 25% 
Beach County tourism in the state, 

nationally and internationally.

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CATEGORY G: Provide for sports 


events and to finance the construction 





of a sports stadium, to be known as Blum 


Stadium, which directly promotes Palm Beach 


County tourism.

The additional 
five percent (5%) credited to Category F commencing February 1, 
1991 shall be used solely for program expenditures and shall not be 
used for administrative expenses. Category A and Category B grants 
and all costs associated with the operation of the Convention and 
Visitor's Bureau and the Visitor Information Center shall be 
considered program expenditures. 

(f) In the event there are unexpended tax revenues in an 


amount not greater than three hundred thousand dollars 





($300,000.00) allocated to a category of use which has been 


' eliminated from the Tourist Development Plan, the Board of County 


. Commissioners may by resolution, approved by an affirmative vote of 


| the Board, identify special projects or uses authorized by Section 


- 125.0104(5) (a), Florida Statutes, to be funded from the unexpended 


' revenues and shall include the approximate cost or tax revenues 


allocated for each project or use. 


(q) There shall be an annual amount established for 


administrative expenses which for each of the first two (2 ears ` 
shall not exceed one hundred and twenty-six thousand dollars 
| 126,000.00) and thereafter, shall not exceed nine percent (9%) of 


administrative travel, indirect costs, and all costs of furnishing 
and operating administrative offices whether paid directly or by 


reimbursement.

Plan. On or before May 1 of each year, the Tourist Development 


i Council shall forward to the Board of County Commissioners its 
| recommendation for revisions, if any, to the Tourist Development
